Work Future 
Shows Gains 
For Salinas 


Employment prospects for union 
members in the Salinas area are 
unusually bright for this time of 
year, with a number of new major | 


projects due to start and with idle- 
ness at a lower level than had 
been expected, according to J. B. 
McGinley, business agent of La- 
borers Union 272 of Salinas. 


McGinley gave a roundup of the 
projects under way or due to start 
and pointed out that a spell of 
good weather would result in jobs 
for nearly all now in local unions 
who want to work. Wet weather 
and mud have hit hard at certain 
projects. He reported on projects 
as follows: 


Stone & Webster Corp. construc- 
tion for Pacific Gas & Electric Co. 
at Moss Landing has been slowed 
by wet grounds. Preliminary work 
is under way prior to start of an- 
other major power plant. 

Pacific Builders Inc. have begun 
tearing out store fronts at Main 
and John Streets to make room 
for street setback. 

Raymond Concrete Co. is driving 


piling and filling the pipe with | 


concrete for foundations at site 
of the new memorial hospital on 
Romie Lane. 

Nelson Builders are completing 
plans for a number of new homes 
in Mapie Park No. 3, where Gran- 
ite Construction Co. already is 
putting if curbs, gutters and side- 
walks, as weather permits. 

Construction of the new ware- 
house building in Industrial Acres 
for the North Plywood Co. of 
Seattle has been started. 

Stolte Construction Co. has be- 
gun work on a 20-classroom addi- 
tion to Washington Junior High 
School, in Salinas. This project 
will cost $645,153 and will con- 
tinue most of this year. 

M. & K. Corp. of San Francisco 
has been awarded contract for 
construction of living quarters for 
State employees at the Medium 
Security Prison in Soledad. Cost 
is about $300,000. 

Permanente Metals Corp. is 
building a new kiln for drying 
bricks at the Moss Landing plant, 
the kiln to be 180 feet long. 

H. E. Fletcher, San Jose con- 
tractor, is to start a $38,000 shop 
building at Camp Roberts soon. 
Another project at Camp Roberts 
is a clothing issue building, to be 
erected at once by the Powell Con- 
struction Co. of San Francisco.

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Pay Overtime In U. § Bonds? 
Then Why Not Dividends Also? 


WASHINGTON (LPA)—The editor of The Machinist, weekly 
organ of the International Association of Machinists-AFL, has a bit 
of fun with Sen. Paul Douglas’ latest idea on how to fight inflation. 
The labor-backed Douglas is supposed to have proposed paying over- 
time in government bonds instead of cash. 

“Why is it,” asks The Machinist: good naturedly, “when some- 
one has a bright idea about how to stop inflation, and stabilize the 
nation’s economy, it generally begins—and ends—with the wage 
earner’s pay envelope?” 

The Douglas idea is reported to be that if overtime pay were 
given in the form of bonds it couldn’t be turned into cash until the 
emergency is over. Then workers wouldn’t have extra money to 
spend and force up the price of scarce goods. 

“Now don’t get us wrong,” cautions The Machinist. “There is 
nothing wrong with buying government savings bonds. We think 
everyone ought to put some of their savings into bonds in times 
like these. And that’s just what seems wrong with the Douglas 
idea. He doesn’t apply it to everyone.” 

So, proposes the crack labor paper, why not pay corporate di- 
vidends in government bonds. “Certainly, stockholders don’t need 
their dividends any more than wage earners need their overtime 
earnings.” 

Bring the farmers into the game. “Certainly, they too would 
want to share in this sacrifice. We suggest that the Douglas plan 
be tried out on them first.” 

Let Congress play, too. “Senators and Congressmen get a con- 
siderable allowance for travel expense. That travel allowance 
could be paid-in war bonds cashable after the emergency. This 
would not only keep some cash out of circulation, but also a num- 
ber of Senators and Congressmen. It gnight also help to increase 
the attendance at both branches of Congress.”

Firing for Failure 
To Pay Fine Is 
Illegal, Says NLRB 


Toledo, Ohio (LPA) — A man 
can’t be fired for failing to pay a 
union “due increase” if the increase 
is in fact a fine. So the National 
Labor Relations Board has ruled 
in the case of Melvin Eck, fired 
Jan. 28, 1949 by the Electric Auto- 
Lite Co. at the request of Local 12, 
CIO Auto Workers. The contract 
contains a maintenance of mem- 
bership clause. 

The board ordered Eck reinstat- 
ed and held the company jointly 
liable with the union for Eck’s back 
pay. The board held that the “dues 
increase” of 50 cents a month was 
actually a fine for failure to attend 
union meetings. Eck was fired aft- 
er missing three union meetings. 

Board Member Paul L. Styles 
dissented. He argued that the Taft- 
Hartley Act placed no limitation on 
a union increasing its regular 
monthly dues, and said Local 12 
had legally done so in this case. He 
said that the T-H act does not re- 
strict ‘the common union practice 
|of exonerating members from the 
payment of financial charges for 
| particular reasons.” He noted that 
the union’s power to so exonerate 
|!members is specifically provided 
|for in the international’s constitu- 
|tion. He added: “The only thing 
the majority decision accomplishes 
is to require the union to undergo 
| the needless burden and expense of 
installing and maintaining a detail- 
ed bookkeeping system and engag- 
ing in innumerable cash transac- 
tions. Thus, by collecting the $2 
before the monthly meetings and 
then returning the 50c to those 
who attended the meeting, the un- 
ion would perhaps have made its 
purpose clearer, but the result 
would be the same as is now in ef- 
fect.” 

The majority held that the dis- 
charge violated the T-H provisions 
which permit discharge for loss of 
union membership only when that 
loss results from failure to pay “the 
periodic dues and the _ jnitiation 
fees uniformly required” of all 
members. The majority rujed that 
the “dues increase” did not actually 
become due in practice until after 
a member had failed to attend a 
meeting, ‘and therefore was not 
regular monthly dues, but a fine. 
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
